the submarine. 


This reassurance came after the 


navy reported it had been firing 
away svith depth charges in on at- 
tempt lo force the strange intrud- 
er to emerge and surrender. 


The corvette La Republics, car- 


rying the most modern antisub- 
marine equipment Ihe Argentine 
n«jKy possesses, was ordered to the 
seM'cli scene from patrol duty sev 
cral hundred miles to Ihe north.

in the South Atlantic 1.5 days ago. 
Later they said the craft had been 
tracked into the Golfo Nuevo, a 
40-by-20-mi!c ibody of water sep 
ai^tccl from the ocean by a nar- 
rosv entrance,
